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What Memorial Day Means To Me

Memorial Day is a time to mourn for the brave soldiers who 
with their lives, have bought and kept our dear freedom. Monday, 
May 30, 1966, will be noted everywhere by ceremonies, speeches, and 
panicles honoring these brave men. Just as these events are taking 
place new names will join the list of people who have died in the 
service of their country. 

The nation, since the Revolutionary War, has grown from the 
bravery of the minutemen. The United States of America actually 
had its beginning when “the embattled farmers fired the shot heard 
’round the world.” From that day thousands of Americans have 
fought for our country. 

A total of 234,000 Americans lost their lives during the first 
World War. President Wilson spoke of this war as “the War to 
End War.” In World War II 294,000 Americans lost their lives for 
our freedom. Once again most people thought all wars were ended, 
but, as before, more names were still to be added to the list who 
fought and died for the United States. 

No simple summary of the statistics concerning the loss of 
property and lives can possibly show the great tragedy of Wars. 
Think of the untold cost in suffering, sorrow, broken homes, orphan¬ 
ed children, homeless people, concentration and prisoner of war 
camps, and the hardships of combat and military service. Must this 
be the cost of freedom ? 

The peace in 1945 was nothing but a pause, for five years later 
there were different battlefields and a different enemy. But the face 
of death was the same one known to those who met at Concord, Get¬ 
tysburg, Normandy, Lexington, and Antietam. 

After Korea, people again thought an end had come to war. 
The people of the West who fought and died proved to those of the 
East that there was no more profit to be gained in playing at free¬ 
dom’s end, that there was in dropping a bomb that would destroy all. 

More names were still to come, for the causes of war never 
cease. Now the names come from new faraway battlefields with 
more stranger-sounding names: Bien Hoa, Da Nang, Hanoi. Names 
come slowly, but today there are more names than there were yester¬ 
day, and tomorrow will just bring more names. 

Of all our defenders over the centuries many have paid the 
highest, fullest price of patriotic devotion. They, have given their 
Jives so that their families, their friends, fellow-citizens, and future 
generations of Americans, might live in safety, security and freedom 
at home. 

Soldier’s sacrifices in Viet Nam, or wherever else they may be 
made, are as much for America as the foreign land they are tempo¬ 
rarily defending, because whenever freedom is endangered anywhere 
it is endangered everywhere. 

Their endless courage is saving the still free parts of the world 
from communism, communism that would cover America too. But 
for the dedicated men who serve so faithfully for the United States 
this country has remained free. 

It is too bad that so many people have to die. There must be 
some way to keep peace, some way no one has found yet. Until this 
method is found the list will continue to grow, but I believe that in 
future generations, this method will be found and peace will rule 
the earth.

Chocolate Shortage 
Seen 

New York 

Sweet-toothed Americans may 
feel in the months ahead the ef¬ 
fects of the heavy rains in the 
equatorial forests of West Africa. 

There maj' be less chocolate in 
chocolate bars, and prices may 
go up. 

The rains last fall cut the co¬ 
coa-bean crop, and it now is ex¬ 
pected to run about 2.8 billion 
pounds, down 564.4 million from 
1965. 

In Ghana, the No. 1 producer, 
the crop is down 29 percent. 

Last July, the price of Ghana 
cocoa beans in New York dropped 
as low as 11.63 cents a pound. 
This month it has been more than 
twice that. 

Some American chocolate man¬ 
ufacturers already have raised 
prices. Others have stores of low- 
priced cocoa on hand, postponing 
at least temporarily any price in¬ 
crease. 

Trade sources report that Her- 
shey Chocolate Corporation, the 
nation’s largest cocoa user, has 
cut the size of its candy bars.
